. Thé Commission is proposing to adopt these regulations to establish standards
for the issuance of credentials and permits in Special Centers. ‘

The proposed regulations specify the appropriate credentials required for
being initially assigned as a teacher in a Special Center after June 30,
1983; and set forth the requirements for the Special Center Permit and the
Restricted Severely Handicapped Credential. :

BACKGROUND INFORMATION

Existing law, Education Code Section 56364.5 gives the Commission for Teacher
Preparation and Licensing the authority to establish standards for the issuance
of credentials or permits for persons employed in Special Centers pursuant to
Education .Code Section 56364. .

Prior to the enactment of the current law, Education Code Section 56820,
operative April 30, 1977, gave the State Superintendent of Public Instruction -
the authority to establish standards for the issuance of permits for persons

to be employed in centers established under Chapter 6, Statutes of 1976,
operative April 30, 1977. Pursuant to that Education Code the State Board

of Education adopted California Administrative Code' Section 3113, operative
September 22, 1979. The Commission for Teacher Preparation and Licensing

has issued permits in accordance with the standards specified in those
regulations. These standards authorized the issuance of various permits

based on levels of academic training and experience. A Provisional Permit
required 30 semester units of college coures work and verification of employ-
ment. A Clear Permit required at least 60 semester units of college course
work including eight semester hours in courses related to the authorization.

A Permit with Postponment of Requirements would be issued if the applicant

had at least 60 semester units of college courses but did not have eight
semester units in courses related to the permit. The Life Permit would be ‘
issued with verification of one year of experience while holding the Clear
Permit. The Title 5 Regulations that authorized the above permits were
repealed when the State Department adopted the regulation implementing AB 1870,
statutes of 1979. ,

The C.T.P.L. staff in developing the proposed Title 5 Sections conferred with
members of the Severely Handicapped Task Force of the Special Education Commission,
members of the Development Centers for the Handicapped Advisory Committee, members
of the Special Education Commission, permit teachers, faculty members of special
education at higher education institutions, center directors, resource specialists,
psychologists and others. ‘ -

In addition, C.T.P.L. staff mailed 900 questionnaires dealing with questions on
standards for persons employed in Special Centers. 'Although there was not

. complete agreement among the respondents on the means to achieve desirable
standards, there emerged general -agreement on the following three areas:

1. The standards for persons employed in Special Centers
should be raised;

2. In establishing new standards, provisions should be made
for permit teachers who have served competently for
several years to qualify to continue to serve as teachers

- after completion of realistic standards; and




3.

‘In the interim period, while the new standards are being

phased in, there should be a workable credential structure
to bridge the periods.

The proposed Title 5's were meant to carry out this general agreement. The
fo110w1ng paragraphs describe more completely what each proposed section will

1nc1ude

The proposed Title 5 Regulations spec1fy the standards for the issuance of perm1ts
and credentials for persons emp1oyed in Special Centers.

The proposed Regulations are described below:

T.

Title 5 Section 80061.

This section specifies the credentials and permits that authorize
service as a teacher in Special Centers after June 30, 1983. It

has three subsections; (a) provides that teachers initially assigned,
after June 30, 1983, to teach in a Special Center, must hold either

a Special Education Specialist Instruction Credential authorizing .
the teaching of severely handicapped or the Restricted Severely
Handicapped Credential. Subsections (b) and (c) specify that holders
of Special Center Permits and Life Development Center Instruction
Permits, respectively, after June 30, 1983 and until June 30, 1988,
shall continue to be authorized to teach in a Special Center prov1ded
that they annually verify to their employer that they are engaged in -
a program leading to the Special Education Specialist Instruction
Credential authorizing the teaching of severely handicapped or the

Restricted Severely Handicapped.

Title 5 Section 80061.1

This section specifies the requ1rements for the Restricted Severely
Handicapped Credential. These requirements are a baccalaureate or
higher degree from an accredited institution, possession of a Special
Center Permit, three years of successful teaching experience in a
special center as of June 30, 1983, and completion of a Commission-
approved program for the Special Education Specialist Instruction
Credential authorizing the teaching of severely handicapped.

. ~Title 5 Section 80061.2
- This section specifies the requirements for the Special Center Permit.

The requirements are 60 semester hours of college course work, inciuding
eight semester hours selected from the following fields: specialized
preparation to serve as a teacher of exceptional children, nursery
education, early childhood education or child development; and three
years of successful teaching experience in a special center as of

June 30, 1983. This section also provides that holders of permits
authorizing service in special centers prior to June 30, 1983, shall

be deemed to hold a Special Center Permit; provides thatnho]ders of
permits that need to renew will be e11g1b]e to receive a Special Center
Permit if the applicants meet specified requirements; and sets the
validity period of the Special Center Permit from time of issue to

June 30, 1988.



Proposed Title 5 Regulations

80061. Teaching in Special Centers after June 30, 1983 C 2

a. After June 30, 1983, no teacher shall be initially assigned to teach
in_a Special Center, pursuant to Education Code Sections 56364 and .
56030.5, unless he or she holds either a Special Education Specialist
Instruction Credential authorizing the teaching of severely handi-
capped or the Restricted Severely Handicapped Credential.

After June .30, 1983, holders of the Special Center Permit, as specified

in Section 80061.2, shall continue to be authorized to teach in a Special

Center, pursuant to Education Code Sections 56364 and 56030.5 until

June 30, 1988, provided he or she verifies annually to the employing
~agency that he or she is engaded in a program leading to the Special

Education Specialist Instruction Credential authorizing the teaching

of severely handicapped or the Restricted Severely Handicapped Cre-

dential.

c. After June 30, 1983, holders of the Life Development Center Instruction
Permit, issued by the Commission prior to June 30, 1983, shall continue
to be authorized to teach in a special center, pursuant to Education
Code Sections 56364 and 56030.5 until June 30, 1988, provided he or
she verifies annually to the emnloying agencv that he or she is engaged
in a program leading to the Special Education Specialist Instruction
Credential authorizing the teaching of severely handicapned or the
Restricted Severely Handicapped Credential.

80061.1 Requirements for the Restricted Severely Handicapped Credential

a. The requirements for the Restricted Severely Handicapped Credential
shall include all of the following:

1. a bacca]aureate or higher degree from an accredited institution;

2. possession of a Special Center Permit;

3. three years of successful teaching experience in a special center
as specified in Chapter 6 (commencing with Education Code Section
56800 as it read on January 1, 1980) as of June 30, 1983; and
completion of a Commission-approved program for the Special

- Education Specialist Instruction Credential authorizing the
teaching of severely handicapped.

Authorization. The Restricted Severely Handicapped Credential

authorizes the instruction, guidance, and care of children in a
special center as defined in Education Code Sections 56364 and

56030.5. '

The requirements for the Special Center Permit shall include all
of the following:

1. Sixty semester hours of college course work including 8 semester
" hours selected from the following fields: specialized preparation

to serve as a teacher of exceptional children, nursery education,
early childhood education or child development.

2. Three years of successful teaching experience in a special center
as specified in Chapter 6 (commencing with Education Code Section
56800 as it read on January 1, 1980) as of June 30, 1983.

Holders of permits that authorize service in a special center prior
to June 30, 1983, and who meet the requirements specified in Section
(a) above, shall be deemed to hold a Special Center Permit.

Holders of permits that authorize service in a special center prior
to June 30, 1983, and who meet the requirements specified in section
(a) above, shall upon application for renewal, be granied the Special
Center Permit. '

The validity period of the Special Center Permit shall be from the
date of issuance to June 30, 1988. _

Authorization. The Special Center Permit authorizes the instruction,
guidance and care of children in a Special Center as defined in
Education Code Sections 56364 and 56030.5. ’
